JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

The steamer Chusen arrived at Shanghai on the 18th from 
Yokohama, via the Inland Sea, calling at Nagasaki. Her dates 
being from the latter port to the 129th October, and the 
former the 4th, The Chusan left at Yokohama tho following 
steam vessels, viz. :—Wokee, London, Yeddo, Argus, aud Island 
Queen, At Nagasaki: The Bahama and Carthage. Passengers 
per Chusan, from Yokohama: Captains Briggs, Endicott, and 
Andrews, Messrs. Gibb, Daly, Gordon, Urquhart, Cooper, 
Elliott, and Kirby, and tho officers and crow of the American 
steamer Takiang, sold to Japanese. 





‘Tycoon, and in fighting against the troops of the Mikado at Kioto, 
If this were indved the casc, the existence of a secret under- 
standing must be inferred between that Prince and the Tyooon 
as distinct from the Mikado, But this is highly improbable, 
and the improbability is increased by the frequent assurances 
given by the Government to the foreign ministers that measures 
were in progress for attacking Choshiu and reducing him to 
subjection. It will be remembered that the Prince of Kiushiu 
sent a message, couveying a similar assurance to Admiral 
Kuper when the allied fleet entered the Inland Sea; 
and a recept number of the Japan Commercial News 
contains translations of two documents which, if genuine, 
must dispel all doubt on the subject. One purports to 
be a memorial from Satsuma to the Tycoon, drawing attention 
to Choshiu’s rebellious conduct, and to his persistence in fight- 
ing with foreigners, thereby incurring disgrace which caused 
all his countrymen to be shamed. It concludes by advising the 
destruction of his race as the only adequate punishment for his 
many erimes. Subsequently to the receipt of this despatch 
the Tycoon is said to have issued an order calling on twenty- 
one Daimios of the provinces of Kiushiu, Shikoku, aud Chiu- 
ngoku, which are adjacent to that of Nagato, to utterly destroy 
the servants of the rebellious Prince — 

“Because the servants of Mats'daira Daizen no Dabu have 
threatened the Emperor with arms, thus committing high 
treason, they are speedily to bo punished hy the Tycoon. 
Wherefore now, all Daimios with revenue above 10,000 kckus 
are commanded to utterly destroy them. Owari Zen Dai-na- 
ngon is to command in chief, Mats’daira Echizen no Kami is to 
be second in command. Be ready egainst the time when the 
Tycoon goes forth to inflict punishment.” 

It appears, further, that one of Choshiu’s palaces at Yedo 
has been destroyed and given up to be sacked, and that others 
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which he possesses there are to be similarly treated. A sove- 
reign would hardly adopt this course towards a subject with 
whom he is en terms of good understanding, and who was 80 
devoted to him as to have lately incurred heavy loss while 
endeavouring to carry out his behests. The suggestion which 
has been made that Choshiu’s failure alone has drawn down upon 
him the wrath of the Tycoon does not seem probable. The 
rebellious acts against the Mikado were committed previous to 
the action at Simonoseki, and troops were at once sent up from 
Yedo to the assistance of the Mikado. It was imperative on 
the Tycoon to act with vigour in suppressing rebellion, and it 
is not likely that Choshiu would obey his order to fight the 
foreign fleet at Simonoseki while the Tycoon was taking 
measures by collecting troops and calling Joyal Daimios into the 
field to crush his power. We think, therefore, that Choshiu’s 
endeavour to direet the wrath of foreigners against the Tycoon 
will fail. With so strong circumstantial evidence tending to 
disprove the existence of any understanding betwoen them, 
nothing save the production by Choshiu of the Tycoon’s orders 
to fire on foreign vessels passing through the Straits will, we 
imagine, satisfy the foreign ministers of the truth of his alle- 
gations. 
NAGASAKI 

‘A correspondent, writing under date the 5th Oct, informs 
‘us of the sale of Messrs. Dent and Co.’s steamer Cosmopolite 
to the Prince of Higo for the sum of 120,000 Mex. dols, The 
steamer Fusi- Yama, with forty-four men and a few officers of 
LM’s 20th Regt., had put into Nagasaki for repairs. One of 
her engines had broken down, but tho Japanese workmen in 
the Nagasaki factory succeeded in setting it to rights. 

The Arracan (Ham. barque) from Hong Kong to San Fran- 
cisco, put into Nagasaki for water on the 2nd leaving on tho 
3rd. The Carthage arrived on the 2nd, and the Australian on 
the 6th, The Water Lily which left Shanghai on the 12th 
September had not made her sppearance. Freights improving 
and there are at present no vessels lying disengaged in port.

SHANGHAI, 

‘The English Mail of the 26th August arrived out on the 
loth October. The dates are down to the 20th. Business 
appears to be more active with the cool weather, In reference 
to the fires notived in our last, the Municipal Council had autho- 
rised $100 to be distributcd amongst the police, and $50 to the 
sailor of the Coguetfe, The secretary stated that Sergeant John 
Eagan had been selected by the superintendent to proceed to 
Kiukiang, for the purpose of being employed as sergeant of 
police under the orders of the Municipal Council at that port. 
The Engincer’s report brought to notice several encroach- 
ments on the thoroughfare. 

‘The new police cells at the Hong-que station were approach- 
ing completion, and one would be ready for occupation on 
the 17th. 

It had been necessary to let the incomplete portion of the 
Honan road sewer to Zie-Kie, at double the former contract 
price, this increase being caused by the influenco of the late 
contractor, who had circulated reports magnifying the difficulties 
of the work ; as, however, there was but a short length want- 
ing, the excess on that portion would make but a slight differ- 
ence in the total cost. 

From the Friend of China we see that Messrs, Nicholson and 
Boyd’s workmen aro busily engaged at Pootung in putting to- 
gether no less than three iron hulls, each for Chinese to move 
about in tho cotton districts, We need not say that they are 
not large vessels, and for the matter of size might have been 
brought out whole, on a ship’s deck, as was a very nice little 
boat by the Anglo Saxon the other day, built by Lewis and 
Stockwell, Blackwall, to the order of Mr. Henry Evans, of the 
firm of Evans and Co. the Bund, Honque, and christened 
after his domestic hearth, the Donnington. This compact little 
craft, with engines of nominally ten-horse power, but work- 
ing up to fifty, mado by the celebrated Bolton and Watt 
—the oldest machine factory firm in England — made 
her trial trip, to the intense satisfaction of somo half-a-dozen 
experienced steamship travellers, invited for the occasion. A 
more comfortable little craft could not be manufactured, it 
being possible even to write ata table in the saloon, go little 
motion has she when under weigh. Her speed, against tide, 
was over twelve miles an hour, and with the current sho flics. 
Her length over all is fifty-two feet; breadth of beam, nine 
feet ; height of cabin, a room in which a comfortable bed may 
be made on the top of some thirty bales of silk, if she were so 
laden, nearly six fect. With a vessel like this it would be pos- 
sible to do a run to Soochow and back in a day, and still 
pare time to pay a visit to the manufactory of Macartney’s 
pills. 

The performances at the Lyceum Theatre keep up the repu- 
tation which was gaincd on tho first night of the appearance 
of Mr. Lewis's company, The Quiet Family and Our Nelly 
were played to a well-filled bouse, and the artistes did ample 
justice to their respective parts. 

Some time has now elapsed since we, North China Herald, 
have had occasion to direct attention to any eccentricity on the 











part of the French police; but we regret now again to be 
obliged to remark unfavourably on the conduct of one of their 
number, On Friday a Chinaman came down from Soochow 
to sce some friends who were living at Shanghai; but being 
new to the place, wandered about all day without being able 
to discover their residence. Being poor and disinclined to 
incur the expense of a lodging, he went on searching till mid- 
night, when his wanderivgs were stopped by the energetic 
action of an agent de la sureté publique, who valiantly 
stabbed him in the back as he was running away from 
the dreaded “ foreign devil.” The policeman, seeing a China- 
man abroad at a late hour, naturally made towards him, sus- 
pecting him to be after no good, and equally natural the 
Chinaman, unaccustomed to foreigners and to Shanghai Muni- 
cipal regulations, ran off. The suspicions of the policeman 
were naturally increased by this conduct, and he would have 
been fully justified in arresting the man on suspicion. But 
what excuse he can allege for stabbing an unarmed man as he 
was running away, when he had no certainty of his guilt, it 
is difficult to conceive. His brutality, however, did not end 
here ; indeed, the subsequent part of the story adds to the 
wantonness of the outrage. It would have seemed natural 
that, after having succeeded, by so very unnecessary @ display 
of energy, in checking the flight of the object of his suspicion, 
he would at once have sought assistance, and caused him to 
be removed either to the hospital or the police-station. But 
such treatment would have been too good for a Chinaman. 
Having disabled his victim, he allowed him to remain bleeding 
on the ground until the morning, when some neighbours laid 
him on a little straw under a shed. 

The minutes of the last meeting of the Municipal Coucinl 
contained the announcement that the Taotai has refused his 
assent to the imposition of a tax of 24 per cent. on brothels, 
and has thereby deprived the Council of at least 5,000 taels 
of the increased revenue which had been anticipated during the 
present year, The superior morality of celestial legislature 
ignores such institutions, and dares not afford countenance to 
vice by recognising the imposition of a check on its extension. 
But is the assent of the Chinese authorities absolutely peces- 
sary to the imposition of a tax on Chinese living in the foreign 
settlement? Sir Frederick Bruce has certainly laid down the 
principle that the Chinese havea right to tax their own subjects 
on their own territory. But he has not said, publicly at least, 
that the Municipal Council would be wrong in levying taxes 
which had not received the sanction of the local authorities, 

The North China Daily News, of the 20th October, publishes 
the report of Mr. John Clark, engineer, on the shore line of 
the forcign settlements, 

A mecting of tho Asiatic Society was held on the 12th October. 
The following gentlemen were proposed by Sir Harry Parkes, 
and seconded by Doctor Henderson: G. F, Seward, Exq., U. S. 
Consul General ; M. le Baron Vou Radowitz, H. P. M. Consul 
General; Theodore Probst, Esq, H. P. M. Vico Consul; E. 
Schmidt, Esq., Chairman of the French Municipal Council ; R. 
W. Little, Esq. of Kiukiang, and Theophilus Sampson, Esq., of 
Canton. 

The routine business having been closed, the paper for the 
evening, entitled “ First Impressions of Ticn-Tsin,” by E, C. 
Bowra, Esq., was read by Mr.C. T. Jones, in Mr. Bowra’s absence. 
A lively sketch of tho appearance of Tien-Tsin, and of the 
manners and customs of tire natives, was givon, and the writer’s 
« Impressions,” favourable and the reverse, wero ;very fully di- 
lated upon. At the close of the paper the thanks of the meet- 
ing were voted to Mr. Bowra for his interesting and amusing 
communication. 

Some of the state dresses recently presented by the Emperor 
to Colonel Gordon, R. E., were exhibited to the Society, by 
Colonel Gordon’s permission, as favourable specimens of national 
official costume. The famous yellow ‘jacket, which is one of 
the most highly prized Chinese decorations, a set of official caps, 
and ornaments in jado stone aud rich embroidery, attracted 
eonsiderable interest, 

Tho following case of interest to charterers had been decided 
in the Consular Court :-— 

Mr, Lawrence, for the plaintiffs, the captain and owners, 
stated that the action was brougit to recover the sum of £250, 
payable under the charty-party of the ship Esperanza, for 
ship’s ordinary disbursements at port of discharge, from the 
consignees, Messrs. Dow and Co. 

The ship had been chartered by Messrs. Robertson and Co., 
of London, and re-chartered to a Mr. Wilks, by whom the sbip 
had been consigned to the defendants, who were also endorsees 
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of the bill of lading. Intelligence had been received of the 
failure of Mr. Wilks, and the master, of courso, looked to Messrs, 

> ow and Co. for payment, as consignees of ship and cargo. 
The defendants disputed their liability, on the ground that the 
sum claimed was a portion of the freight mentioned in the 
charter-party, and was payable by the charterers, Messrs. 
Robertson and Co. He (Mr. L.) should contend that what- 
soever decision the court might arrive at with respect to the 
balance of unpaid freight, which was the subject of another 
action, that the defendants were clearly liable for ship’s dis- 
bursements which were payable in Shanghai, and that, as en- 
dorscos of the bill of lading, thoy must accept the responsibi- 
lities thereof, at all events so far as payments at the port of 
discharge were concerned. 

F. Muscell, captain of the Esperanza, said :—I received 560 
tons of coal on board my ship at Sunderland. I arrived at 
Shanghai on September 20th. I received notice of the failure 
of Mr. Wilks from my owners, and from Messrs. Robertson and 
Co. (Charter-party handed in, The question was whether under 
the charter-party Messrs, Dow and,Co. were liable to pay the 
£250.) I was ordered by Messrs. Robertson and Co. not to 
deliver the coals. Consequently I refused to deliver them until 
an understanding as to the freight should be arrived at. I con- 
sidered myself entitled to the £250, both from the terms of the 
bills of lading and of the charter-party. 

Mr, Myburgh, on behalf of tho defendants, called 

T. S. Borrndaile: I act for Messrs. Dow and Co. Ireceived 
this bill of lading some time ago of a cargo of coal by the 
Esperanza. It was endorsed by Robertson and Co. We re- 
ceived it from Mr. Wilks. We have advanced money on it to 
the extent of 2,083.3. tacls, We refuse to pay the £250 on 
disbursements on the ground that we are not liable by the 
charter-party. I dou’t think we are liable under the bill of 
lading or the charter-party to pay any freight at all. 

JUDGMENT. 

It appears that Messrs. Robertson and Co. re-chartered the 
ship and sold the coals to John Wilks, and that he consigned 
the ship and coals to the defendants ander advances. 

‘The defendants, on their part, prove that they hold the bill 
of lading in question for value to the amount of 2,083 taels, 
advanced by them to John Wilks on account of these couls, 
which amount is probably about half of their value; and the 
defendants contend that they cannot be held liable to pay dis- 
bursements on account of the ship, as said disbursements 
could only be paid as part of the freight, aud the conditions of 
the bill of lading incorporate those of the charter-party, which 
expressly provide that all freight is to be paid in London by the 
charterers of the ship, according to the special agreement set 
forth in the charter-party. 

The Court has to apply in this case the law as laid down in 
Abbott, that where there is a clear original contract under a 
charter-party, for the payment of freight, “and the endorsees 
of a bill of lading do not stipulate at the time of receiving 
the goods to pay the freight, as the law will not raise an 
implied promise from the mere reccipt of the goods, where 
there is such an express agrecment between the owner and 
charterer, an endorsce, under such circumstances, is not liable 
for freight.” (10th Ed. p, 321), The Court also has the 
advantage of being guided by a recent decision given in the 
Supreme Court of Hong Kong, in a similar caso to the present 
one (Mulliken ». the P. and O. Company), in which the Acting 
Chief Justice is reported to have declared tho above doctrine 
to be undisputed, and his lordship further held that the first 
section of the Bills of Lading Act (10 and 19 Vic. ¢. 111), 
instead of transferring the liability to the payment of freight 
with the cargo, simply transfers the contract in the bill of 
lading, whatever that may be. In that case, as in the present 
one, the contract in the bill of lading exempts the holders 
from payment of freight, and makes it payable by the charterers, 
The Court, therefore, holds that the defendants are not liable 
to meet this claim for ship's disbursements, which is only an- 
other term for advances on account of freight, and the Court 
therefore gives judgment for the defendants, with costs, 


We (The North China Daily News) have been favoured with a 
memorandum relative to the Kin-toan beacon, which, as our readers are 
aware, is situated about twenty miles below Wusung, on the right bank of 
the Yang-tsze. This beacon, solidly constructed of the most durable 
materials, was built in the year 1835, under the supervision of the late In- 
spector General of Customs, Mr. Lay. At the time of its erection it was 
on the edge of the river, and every tide surrounded it with water. Itis now, 
however, about twelve hundred yards from low water mark, and its great dis- 
tance in shore ofcourse militates against its usefulness, No better proof of the 
quickness with which new land is formed in the muddy rivers of China could 








be afforded than by this extraordinary deposit of mud on the south bank 
of the Yang-tsze. The beacon, which has for some time been gradually 
falling out of repair, will within a few days be restored to its former state. 
The river face will be re-staine alternate red and white squares, and 
will thus be rendered more conspicuous than it is at present, It is also 
in contemplation to place a light on its summit, which will transform the 
beacon by day into a lighthouse at night; anda second light in such a 
position on the river face that when opened by a ship coming up or goi 
down it will serve as a danger signal. The rapid extension of 
the bank has rendered this latter precaution necessary. Some of our 
readers have doubtless visited the beacon, but to those who have not, a 
short description will not prove uninteresting. Situated, as we bave said, 
about half-way between Wusuag and the mouth of the Yang-taze, it forms 
a very convenient shooting-box, and we can, from personal experience, 
woudl for the presence of pheasant and wild duck in respectable numbers 
in its vicinity. Built in six stories, and resembling in its outward forma- 
tion the chimney of 2 glass manufactory, it would afford shelter to a large 
party of sportsmen out for a week’s shooting. The upper stories are in 
excellent preservation, and only want a slight refitting in the matter of 
windows, &c., to render them as comfortable as they need be. Starting 
into the country, and walking for some five miles through what, but for 
the prevailing flatness, would be an extremely pretty landscape, we come 
on a succession of small snug farmsteads, and a few collections of houses, 
which we can hardly dignify with the name of villages, and whose only 
claim to the name lies in the presence in each of a tea-shop or two, a 
‘small joss-house, and a public well. 

Here may be seen the Chinese as they are over the greater portion of 
the face of the country, and as they would universally be but for the 
mixed influence of foreigners. They are quiet and inoffensive, ready to 
enter into conversation, readier still to laugh humouredly at the 
foreign dress, the foreign tongue, and especially at foreign Chinese. 
They are hospitable to the full extent of their means, and the small 
children tumble over one another in their anxiety to bring fire for the 
foreigners’ cigars, while the old lady or old gentleman is pressing the red 
haired one to swallow a cup of execrable tea. There we see no i 
tools—the hammers and axes, the saws and chisels which for t we 
know may have been in uso before tho flood, are there in all their 





pure and primitive simplicity, No foreign cloth forms either the 
substratum of the villagers’ clothes, or the secon or tertiary 
formation of patches. Native manufactures are, per force, exclu- 


sively patronised, and, as a rule, from the silk button on the top of the 
cap to the thick-soled shoes which adorn all alike, foreign looms have 
had nothing to do with supplying the materials for clothing. No long ells 
of T-cloths, no camlets or lastings, contribute to make up the outward 
man, Unaided by foreign science, uninstructed in foreign lore, the 
inhabitants of these little inland hamlets live almost as isolated from the 
external world as though they were plunged into the wilds of Siberia, or 
lost in the plains of Thibet. 

Although within some thitty or forty miles of our settlements, they 
rarely see a foreigner, and, fortunately for them, their poverty’ pre- 
serves them from the raids of marauding rowdies. A trip to these villages 
will well repay the visitor. He will find himself surrounded by Chinese 
life in its simple and most unadulterated form, he will witness the traces 
of the oldest civilisation in the world, and he will lea more of the true 
Chinese character in one day than he could gain in the model settlement 
by years of intercourse with “romancing” compradores and the other 
semi-Europeanised nati ho, for the most part, make up the circle of a 
foreigner’s Chinese acquaintance. 

Besides all this, a visit to! the Beacon and its neighbourhood will 
furnish some valuable information as to the state of the river and the 
appearance of its rapidly increasing banks, It will also rub off the dust 
of Shanghai life, and will probably result in a respectably filled bag. 

The receut outrage on four foreigners near Soochow has been 
fully inquired into by Baron de Radowitz and Messrs. Alabaster 
and Probst, who set out for that purpose shortly after its oc- 
currence was made known in Shanghai, The result of the 
investigation has only confirmed the facts of the case as we 
have already stated them ; and a semi-official account, which 
appears in the Vorth China Herald, concludes with the follow- 
ing plain statements :— 

From these facts, which were all elicited on the spot, it 
follows :— 

1, That the foreigners gave the first cause for all that befel them, by 
their own misconduct in the village of Machuang; and their sufferin, 
from the cruel treatment they underwent can, consequently, only 
docked upon as a too severe, but not undeserved, punishment for their 
guilt, 

2 That (and the responsibility for this guilt is in no way lessened by 
the measure of the guilt of the Europeans) a continued flat refusal of the 
duties of the Chinese authorities is proved, in the most direct contra- 
vention of all treaty stipulations bearing upon this point, and directly 
contradictory to the assurances recently given to Euro represen- 
tatives of Treaty Powers by the highest Chinese authorities, for which 
refusal they will have to bear all the consequences. 

It will remain for the British and Prussian representatives 
to settle this mattor with the Chinese Government, but there 
is no doubt that this expedition will be looked upon by the 
authorities in our neighbourhood as a proof that the foreign 
authorities here will spare no trouble to arrive at the true facts 
of such cases, as this is thejonly way to form an unvarnished 
and just judgment on the same, 

The steamer Far East was to leave for London on the 21st. * 

HANKOW, 

A correspondent from this port gives an account of a fire on 
the 12th Oct. The fire-engines of two steamers are mentioned, 
but none of the settlement. Surely the residents of Hankow 
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have not neglected to supply themselves with engines, while 
there are several lying at Shanghai for sale. 

At about half-past three o’clock in the afternoon smoke was 
noticed breaking out from a Chinese house, and the conflagration 
spread so rapidly that at midnight an arca of about three miles 
in circumference was in flames. The foreign settlement was 
not injured ; but many houses owned by foreigners were totally 
destroyed. Messrs. Siemsson and Co.’s, Wilkinson and Co.’s, 
and Dr, Falconer’s houses were burned to the ground. Messrs. 
Smith, Kennedy and Co.’s godowns and Messrs. Hagemeyer and 
Co.'s dwelling-house also suffered very severely. The loss of 
property must have been enormous, as it is estimated that at 
one moment there were no less than fifteen hundred houses in 
flames, The death of forty natives has been ascertained, and 
it is probable that many others fell victims. Most of the 
property owned by Europeans is supposed to have been insured. 
Our correspondent speaks highly of the services rendered by 
the fire-engines of the Huguong and Sze-chuen. 

Another letter says :— Hankow was tho scene of a fire, such 
a8 ono rarely sees in a lifetime. It commenced about a quarter 
of a mile from tho water edge, and burnt steadily towards the 
river, extending, however, as it worked its way, on tho right hand 
and the left. ‘The houses occupied by Messrs. Wilkinson and 
Co., by Messrs. Siemssen and Co., and a host of others were 
entirely destroyed. The back portion of Smith, Kennedy and 
Co.’s “premises was aleo burt, but, fortunately for the 
insurance offices, all the valuable contents appear to have been 
saved. The crowd in the streets was perfectly awful, one 
could see men and women trampled under foot, and not a few 
lost their lives in this fire. I should say the area consumed 
by this fire was at leasta quarter of a mile square. The 
destitution amongst the Chinese will, of course, be great. The 
fire commenced at half-past three in the afternoon, and had 
burnt itself out by midnight.” 


Amor. 

The news from this port is of an alarming kind, being to the 
effect that the rebels are within fifteen miles of the port. That 
the intelligence is so far to be relied upon we judge from the 
fact that the merchants have been placing their goods and 
treasure as fast as possible on board ship. The Azof was de- 
tained for one day on her way down in order to make these 
shipments ; and for the same purpose the Pekin was detained 
for two days on her way up. As our readers are aware, there 
is a large traffic in native boats for a considerable distance up 
the Amoy River, and this traffic has been entirely stopped in 
consequence of the rebels being so close at hand. The number 
of foreign vessels in port will, of course, be a sufficient scourity 
for the lives of foreigners on shore, should the worst come to 
the worst. In the meantime, thoso most interested in the 
truth or falschood of the intelligence now conveyed show by 
their action that the news is quite reliable with regard to rebels 
or marauders being in strong force near the port. 

‘These are most probably a force of fugitives from the north 
who have collected together in sufficient strength to resume the 
offensive, and the unprotected state of Amoy has perhaps at- 
tracted their attention, What will come of it we do not 
attempt to conjecture. In the meantime, the principle of pro- 
tecting the treaty ports will quite justify any hostilities on our 
side, and when the news reaches Shanghai no time will be 
Jost we may be sure. It will be war to the knife now, unless 
the rebels continue to speak sofily ,in hopes of getting supplies 
of arms and ammunition. There are some who think that the 
affair is a new insurrection altogether, not connected with the 
Taipings, but we fear this is not so. The reports are too crude 
for us to say anything further at present. 





HONG KONG. 
The Mail of the 10th of September had not arrived out up to 
the morning of the 26th of October, being then forty-five days 
out. 
1 The steamer Azof, from Foochow to the 16th, Amoy to 
the 18th, aud Swatow to the 19th of October, had arrived at 
Hong Kong. During her passage down she had fine weather. 
Amoy was in a stateof great consternation, and had been for some 
days when the Azoff left, as the rebels had cume down, and were 
fighting within fifteen miles from tho town. H.MS, Swallow 
and Dove were lying, with steam up, ready for auy emergency. 
No vessels were allowed to leave the harbour; and most of 
them had been chartered by native or foreign residents, and 
valuables placed on board of them. H.M.S. Adventure, which 
left for Shanghai, will, it is understood, call at Amoy to see 
how affairs are looking there, and render any additional’assist. 


ance, if necessary, in conjunction with the other vessels 
stationed at that port. A further notice will be found under 
Amoy. . 

A short time ago we (China Mail) called attention in our 
columns to a proceeding undertaken by some of the old mem- 
bers of the London Scottish Volunteers, with the view of 
getting up a cup to be shot for by that distinguished corps. 
‘The name selected was “The China Cup.” We expressed at 
the time our cordial approval of the measure, and predicted 
that the example would probably be followed by volunteers in 
England, thus leading to a very pleasant interchange of civili- 
ties. The example has already been followed, we understand, 
nearer our own doors. It has just come to our knowledge that 
the volunteer corps in Hong Kong and Shanghai contemplate 
getting upa prize, open to all the volunteers of Great Britain ; 
and as this wears more the aspect of a national cup, the pro- 
moters of the London Scottish Cup have waived their claim 
to the title of “The China Cup,” choosing in place of it, 
and more happily, we think, the name of “The Celestial Cup.” 
The former name would almost imply the necessity of accom- 
panying the gift with a saucer. On the above subject we 
have received the following letter :-— 

‘To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. 

Sta,—I observe in a recent Hong Kong newspaper that $450 had been 
subscribed in that city towards the ‘“ China Cup” to be shot for at the 
next Wimbledon Meeting, by the members of the London Scottish Rifles. 

Perhaps some of our Hong Kong-friends can inform me, through your 
valuable journal, why the London Scottish are to have the exclusive right 
of competing for this prize—all the prizes presented here are open to all 
the rifle corps of Great Britain, and no distinction whatever is made. 

Tmyself am a Scotchman, and have not a word to say against Lord 
Elcho’s fine corps; but, in order to keep up the good feeling which ought 
to exist amongst Volunteers, I do not think the London Scottish should be 
alone privileged to shoot for the “China Cup” and all the remaining 
Volunteers ef Great Britain to be excluded.

‘The following is from the Daily Press :— 

“The Spanish laws in Cuba touching the coolie trade are 
partly strict and well framed, much to the chagrin of the slave 
dealers, who are continually at loggerheads with the various 
officials. The secret of this must be that these large folks 
squeeze as many bribes as they can, and quarrel when they are 
not satisfied. After the cight years’ service specified in the 
agreement, all coolics landed here ufter 1860 are not allowed 
by the Spanish authorities to stay in Cuba without o master, 
Otherwise they must leave the island at once, Fancy how 
can a poor coolie find his way back to China, with only $48 
mouth, and this invariably expended in little comforts, of 
which there are one given to them whilst employed. There is 
no other alternative for him but to diea slave. ‘The Govern- 
ment then see them hired for different periods at $9 per montb, 
one-third of this money is kept in a special fund for hospital, 
&c., in case of need. I understand there are about 14,000 
Chinamen thus under the protection of the Government, but I 
firmly believe it is nothing elso but an official speculation. 
Some of the coolies they say are well off by mere chance or 
economy ; but I doubt it, and if true, there are but few, very 
few indeed, 

“ When the six vessels which left Macao last season laid in 
the port of Havana, people were saying that many Chinese 
were willing to pay even $100 each to return to China, The 
Luisita and others immediately offered to take 300 coolies for 
$80 each, fed by the ship, but the report turned out to be false ; 
and I am sure it was only a canard cleverly circulated by the 
coolie dealers for their own ends. On their arrival in Havana 
the coolies are all sent to good airy barracoons in the country, 
where they are fed, fattencd, and sold at $350 to $600 each. 
That is to say, when a planter goes there, they are mustered 
out and chosen like pigs, and on payment of the money their 
contracts are transferred on the spot. I witnesssd this myself 
two or three times when I went on purpose to Ferran and 
Dupierrie’s barracoon in the place called Cerro. Once sold 
they are made to work like horses. The planters used to beat 
them severely in former times, and no wonder that many of 
them ran away and committed suicide.” 

The crew of the British barque Truro (of London) ar- 
rived in Takow on Sth Oct. from a place called Lukong, to 
the northward of Tai-wan-foo. The vessel run ashore at 
midnight of 18th Sopt., and would have got off at high 
water had not the natives come down and taken the ship. 
‘The crew arrived ina miserable plight, having been stripped of 
their clothes; they were wearing gunny bags, twenty in 
number, including the captain. The vessel nearly all belonged 
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to the captain, and was not insured. She was from Shanghai, 
bound to Manila in ballast. Ten of tho crew were to leave 
Takow for Amoy in the Vindex, and the rest*for Swatow 
per Racer. The crew were taken on board the Customs’ 
hulk at Takow; ono was badly wounded in the hand by the 


bursting of a pistol. 
NETHERLANDS INDIA. 


JAVA. 

The London mails of the 26th August arrived out on the 
2nd October. 

Mr. F. L. Anthing, President of the Court of Justice at 
Batavia, has been allowed two years’ leave of absence, on ac- 
count of ill-health. Mr. A. Volz has been admitted Consul 
for Baden-Baden at Batavia. 

The Javasche Courant gives an elaborate report on the trade 
and navigation of Java and Madura during 1863. It states 
that the value of the goods imported during that year amounted 
to 64,273,247f., against 64,805,341f. during 1862; giving a 
difference of 532,094f, in favour of that year. That of the 
exports amounted to 109,162,338f, or 1,354,511f. less than 
in 1862, 

The Government Sugar Sale, held on the 10th October, ave- 
raged £17.11} per picul. 46,000 piculs were sold. The 
greatest portion was taken for Dutch account. 

There has been a mutiny on board the Dutch ship Anna 
Digna. The men refused to work, and threatened the chief 
mate ; but were arrested, and the case was before the Court, 


SUMATRA, 

News has been received that a meeting had been held at 
Padang Oelak Pandan, at which several Pasoemah pangerans 
and inferior chiefs and about a thousand men were present. A 
buffalo was killed on the occasion, and an offensive and defen- 
sive league solemnly entered into to remain opposed to the Dutch 
rule, Further advices state that the natives at Pasoemah were 
busily engaged inthe manufacture of gunpowder, and that a 
strong fortification is being made a little above Kebon Djatti. 

In the newly subdued district of Kesam an attempt had 
been made to repeat the ancient customs of revenge. ‘Through 
the prompt intervention of the authorities two of the ringleaders 
‘were arrested and banished. 

The people of Kikim, Redjang, and Lebong countries are 
busy with the roads and bridges. Cotton in the first-named 
country had suffered much by the late heavy. rains. In the 
latter, trade with Bencoolen had been brisk. At Djambi, also, 
the trade with Singapore had been brisk and ¢he people quiet. 
Owing to the increasing prosperity, land was rising in value. 

A correspondent writes from Padang on the 27th of Sep- 
tember :—The main feature in the month now drawing to its 
close is the establishment of a branch of the Java Bank at 
Padang, the president, Mr. Wiggers van Kerchem, having ar- 
rived by last month’s steamer for that purpose, attended by 
Mr, Vesteegh, to whom the management is to be entrusted for 
the time being. The circle of its operations will be the same 
as in Java, us may be seen from the advertisements in the 
Sumatra Courant, The bank notes have been immediately 
issued and accepted by the Government offices. Discount has 
fallen to the Bank rate, A couple of months ago it was almost 
impossible to get an acceptance at the public sales department 
discounted even at 8 per cent. 


BANDA. 

The Governor of the Moluccas arrived on the 13th August 
and on the 16th held a meeting, which was attended by all the 
proprietors of spice gardens, when the Government resolution 
of 30th April, No, 41, abolishing the monopoly of the spices 
in this country, was read. The proprietors of only four estates 
declared themselves willing to agree to the conditions of aboli- 
tion offered by the Government. After a speech made by the 
Governor, and some discussion on the subject, the mecting was 
adjourned tothe 19th. On that day the greatest portion of the 
park proprietors handed the Governor a petition to the Governor- 
General praying— 

1. For a free disposal of the half of the product of the spice estates of 
the petitioners during 1865, 1866, and 1867, under the condition to 
deliver the other halfin the government ‘stores without diminishing the 
rights and privileges on either side. 2 

2 For an immediate execution of that part of the resolution in which 
a remission of the mortgages on ,the estates existing in favour of the 
Government is enacted. 

The petitioners bound themselves after the expiration of the 
abovenamed ycars, namely on the 1st J: anuary, 1868, to agree 
unconditionally to the abolition of the monopoly. ‘The gover- 








nor promised to send in the petition to the Government, and 
the meeting was closed. 
TERNATE. 

On the 30th August, the Netherland Indian schooner Tuino 
arrived in the roads. ‘The crew declared that they left Ma- 
cassar ten months ago for Ceram-laut and Torres Straits JJthey 
had lost the greatest portion of their rigging and their anchors 
during the voyage, and had often been attacked by the natives 
on the south (?) coast of New Holland, and at last arrived at 
Tomboekoe, on the east coast of Celebes, The owner and 
master, G. J. Fabrituis, diod three months ago, and the crew 
preserved his corpse in salt and tobacco, in order to prevent 
any suspicion of foul play, The whole crew, with the exception 
of four men, had died of berri-berri. 

TIMOR. 

On the 21st August the British surveying schooner Beatrice, 
Commander J. Hutchison, arrived in the-roads of Koepang to 
recruit crew and take in fresh provisions. This schooner came 
from Adam's Bay, on the north coast of New Holland, south 
of Melvill Island. According to the officers of above ship a 
new English settlement, under the superintendence of Colonel 
Finniss, ponsioned secretary to the Government of South 
Australia, was in contemplation, and the banks of the Adelaide 
River were considered to be the most suitable part of the 
country, The grounds and compounds have already been 
marked out, and would be disposed of by lottery. 

On the same day thirteen persons arrived at Koepang who 
had belonged to the Keepsake, of North Shields, which vessel, 
bound from Melbourne to London, via Koepang, was lost off 
Timor (north coast of Savoe Island). Of the thirteen persons 
two were passengers. They were all, with the exception of 
one man, the carpenter, who wished to remain at Koepang, 
sent up to the British Consul at Batavia by the steamer Menado. 
The captain sold the wreck, inventory, and cargo by auction ; 
thoy realised 2,560f. : 





SIAM. 

The Siam Times of the 29th September has an exceedingly 
opportune article entitled “Railway to China,” of which the 
following is the main portion :-— 

A correspondent whose letter appeared in our issue of the 15th instant. 
seems to think the King of Siam is not very favourably disposed towards 
laying down a railway to connect his kingdom with that of China. The 
obstacles raised are several, as labour, expense, running it through wild 
independent states, &. But these objections, when we consider the many 
advantages his Majesty must derive from the introduction of the railway, 
are of small moment, for the work once begun these difficulties will 
vanish, 

‘We would, on reflection, propose the line to commence at Bangkok, 
and not Ayuddhia, as first’ suggested, and run to Sarapury, thence to 
Gorath (Korat), and Cambodian River, through MeKong Pass, in the 
Himalaya range, from whence it might join any line from Eastern to 
Western China, or end at some of the principal towns on the upper 
branches of the Yang-tsze River. This would at once bring an influx 
of trade into Siam, which, without a railway, can never be introduced. 
‘There is already a considerable trade from Gorath, and the towns and 
States north of it, to Bangkok, the mode of conveyance being by means 
of bullock, horse, and elephant trains, with carts on some parts of 
the route. In this way the raw silk is brought down from the Laos and 
Western Chinese territories, with copper, gums, cardamums, and other 
valuable products, and foreign and native goods are taken back in return. 
The transportation of gouds on the Cambodia River, after passing up to 
about the latitude of Bangkok, is said to be difficult,from the strength of 
the rapids; and goods passing up that riverto the northern regions have 
to be taken out of the boats, and conveyed by other means to the several 
places of trade. The natural route of trade for all those northern terri- 
tories is from Bangkok, and this is clear from the fact that traders have for 
a long time adopted it. 

Western China is not yet sufficiently known to say definitely what place it 
would be best to run it to; but, on examining the m: will be seen 
that the Yangtsze River, on which such an immense foreign trade has 
grown up during the past few years, rises not far from the Me-Kong Pass, 
and as commerce is pushing itself in that direction; this road should be 
made to meet it. The general course of the road would be nearly due 
north, and would pass through some twelve or fifteen degrees of latitude, 
The fact that men of science, wealthy merchants, and rulers, have for 
several years had their attention drawn to this subject, shows that it will 
not be long before a railway will be constructed either from some part of 
Burmah or Siam to Western China. : 

The great forest mentioned by our correspondent, on the line of the 
railway, instead of being an obstacle, will doubtless be found a great ad- 
vantage. Timber to a great amount must be had, and it would at once be 
converted into use for the rail. And besides, timber is an article in great 
demand, and those virgin forests, with a railway p: through them, 
would be a source of immense traffic and profit. This line of rail would 
run through large districts rich in mineral produce, iron, copper, antimony, 
tin, lead, and coal ; and it is known that the iron and coal are of a 
superior quality, Here then we have materials for construction and 
traffic; but the iron for the rail and locomotives, with some other things, 
will have to come from England or America, 

The expense of the rail would of course be great, and there must be @ 
considerable loss of time in arranging preliminaries, before any work 
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could be commenced, and professional men must arrive from forcign parts 
to survey the country. But, again, his Majesty seems disinclined to meet 
the expense, as the engineers who were sent for to superintend the Royal 
Mint have all suddenly died. The expense attendant on similar casualties 
could easily be provided against, by effecting an insurance on their lives 
before they left England, the premium being kept up by those who 
engage them. This plan is simple enough. 

The difficulty cf dealing with the independent tribes which belong 
neither to Siam nor Cochin China must be overcome in the same manner 
as greater difficulties of a similar nature have been removed in other 
countries. A well arranzed diplomacy has removed far more, and greater 
obstacles than this. If these tribes were of a very savage hostile nature, 
we should doubtless have heard long since of ravages made on adjoining 
territories, and thereby lead to their subjugation ; but as such is not the 
case, there is every reason to suppose they would be favourably inclined 
to treat with any great power, 

It is impossible at this stage to make any estimate for native labour, 
&c., though we believe it would not be higher than in Bengal, and the 
expenses of procuring locomotives, &c., from England would be about 
the same. 

Tribute bearers had arrived from Trivganu and Kalantan, 
and the Rajahs of those States solicited a continuation of the 
favour and protection they had so long enjoyed at the hands of 
his Siameso Majesty. Tho tributo from Tringanu consisted, 
besides 2 trecs of gold and silver, of 2 sarongs, woven with 
gold thread, 4 cattics of pemsem camphor, 4 pieces of 
white flowered cloth, 24 pieces of white cloth of 50 
cubits each, 4 pieces of chepo cloth, 200 bundles of Pakhu 
rattan, instead of sago, 400 coils of stone rattan, 200 bundles 
of Pakhu rattan, as usual; 100 large T’oi leaf mats, 400 clubs, 
400 pearl shells. The Rajah of Kalantan thus describes his 
gold and silver trees :—“ The gold tree is six cubits high, having 
eight rows of branches, 638 flowers, 980 leaves, eight fixtures 
to sustain the branches, two pairs of suakes, four pairs of birds, 
At the summit of the tree is a large triple flower. The silver 
treo is, in height, branches, branch holders, flowers, snakes and 
birds, a duplicate of the gold tree.” Tho extraordinary work- 
manship exhibited in these trees is stated to be well worthy of 
inspection, 

Captain Baker, of the Hamburg barquo Warsuta, was fined 
$40 for severely beating the Ghaut Scrang, who was unable to 
procure a native crew for his ship, Ou arriving at the Bar the 
old crew refused duty, and were accordingly discharged without 
wages, Other men could not be ergaged for some time, as 
they feared they would be treated in a like manner. 

Mr. Cisco, the steward of the Oricutal Hotel, éxpived on 
the night of the 21st September, from a wound received by the 
accidental exploding of a loaded revolver which had been 
incautiously left on the counter of the bar-room, and on 
being taken up by a comprador, who had called there on 
business, it went off, aud the ball, no larger than a buck 
shot, after striking the counter, lodged in the unfortunate 
man’s abdomen, ‘Tho dying mav stated in the presence 
of both British and American Consuls the causo of his 
death was quite unintentional. 

The Siam Ties complains grievously of the want of police 
protection at Bangkok, and calls for the enforcement of the 
provisions of the various treaties since 1555, by which “all 
foreign subjects coming to Siam are to receive from the 
Siamese Government full protection aud assistance to enable 
them to resido in Siam in all security.” 

We take the following from Messrs. Markwald and Co.’s 
circular, dated Bangkok, 8th October :— 

Sinco date of our last printed report of the 16th August, 
communication between this aud Singapore has been very irregu- 
lar, owing to the steamer. Chow PAya having broken her shaft; the 
same is now replaced, and said stearer 
again as usual. Latest dates from Europe were to 26th 
August. Shortly after date of our last several native traders 
commenced buying white sugar for the Bombay market, and 
prices advanced suddenly from 4 to 3 tical per picul. Supplies 
were chiefly of high numbers, of the lower grades only small 
lots were offered, ‘The season is nearly over, and after this 
month we cannot expect fresh arrivals until January next, 
when tho new crop begins. Brown sugar is likewise scarce, 
and none but inferior is brought to market,

SAIGON 

The following notices to mariners are coutained in the last 
Saigon Courier reovived at Singapore :— - 

“In tho last voyage that has becn made from Saigon to 

Bangkok, tho steamer L'Ad/om-Lvah has seen a rock not marked 

on tho charts, and which according to vbscrvation is situated in 











latitude north 12 dgs. 25 mins. 30sccs., and east of Paris 
99 dgs. 19 mins. 

“ Navigators are to take notice, that the buoys which mark 
tho coral bank situated in the Dounai, twenty miles south of 
Saigon, have been raised. They are replaced by beacons estab- 
lished on the banks of the river, in a manner to indicate well 
the course to avoid the top of the bank, on which large vessels 
may touch at low water. One buoy alone has been conserved 
at the centre of the bank.” 

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates henco are to the 3rd November. The Loudon mai, 
of the 26th September had not come to hand. 

The Straits Times, in announcing the fact that ‘the transfer 
of Government to the Colonial-oftice had been finally decided 
not to take place,” remarks: “ Well, so, it would seem, has 
terminated a most persevering agitation by the community here 
—a community ordinarily little disposed to disturb itself about 
anything else than the rise and full in piece goods, and the 
prices of Straits produce ; aud we may conclude with tolerable 
certainty that ycars will pass away before any action half so 
energetic and continuous will be commenced in the same matter 
again, Our transfer to the Colonial-oftice, when it docs take 
place now, will, in all probability, be the result uct of any effort 
made here, nor the consequence of our wants and necessities, 
—it will most likely bedecreed to us by the Imperial Govern- 
ment itself, and in the furtherance of purely Imperial purposes: 
When the French have grown in military strength at Saigon, 
and when, perhaps, Russia or some other European Power has 
obtained the nucleus of empire in the East, and our own as- 
cendancy and influence is threatened—or should the work of 
the last seven years in China and Japan have to be dono over 
again,—then, perhaps, England will feel the difficulty of govern. 
ing her chief point d’appuiin the Far East by the present 
circuitous system. Yes, the commercial and general local 
interests of Singapore have been unable to push their way, and 
we must ouly wait until Imperial necessity comes into accord 
with them.” 

A court of inquiry, consisting of Mr. Willans, the police 
magistrate, and Mr. Kirby, the officiating master attendant, 
had sat to i >) ~ s'reamstances attending the loss of 
the Seahorse, of Liverpool, Rk, F. Carty, master, aud had reported 
that they “ did not consider it a case of culpable negligence de- 
serving of punishment,” and that they were “ of opinion the loss 
of the vessel was owing entirely to the want of a proper chart of 
Gaspar Straits, the vessel having been despatched from Liverpool 
insufliciently supplied with charts,” It appears the ship struck 
on a coral rock, said to be about 2 miles E, 4 N., from Jelaka 
Island, and in forty-five minutes had twelve fect water in her 
hold, The tide fell, and the vessel became firmly fixed on 
the rock, which, from the report of divers sent down by the 
Datch Resident of Biliton, appears to be a small pinnacle with 
deep water all round. Any attempt to save the vessel was 
useless, and she became a total wreck. 

The prahus from the eastward of the Archipelago have this 
year come in greater numbers than for several years back, so 
that it does not appear that the efforts of the Dutch to deflect 
this portion of our trade to their own ports have been very suc- 
cessful. However, this forms but a small item now in our year’s 
commerce, and the condition of affairs at homo has tended very 
much to depress business at the present moment. It appoars 
that produce orders are greatly curtailed. 

‘The Governor has been pleased to make the following hono- 
rary appointments :—T. Scott, Esq., Justice of the Peace, to be 
a police magistrate for the station of Singapore. Mr. A. Cateaux 
has been appointed Consul for Belgium at Singapore. The 
Governor has prohibited any interments taking place in the 
Government burial-ground at this station after the 3lst of 
December next, The Governor bas granted Mr. C, B. Plunket, 
Police Magistrate and Commissioner of the Court of Requests, 
Prince of Wales’s Island, leave of absence for one year, to visit 
Earope, oa medical certificate. Captain W. 8. Mitchell, Off- 
ciating Assistant Resident Councillor, to be Police Magistrate 
and Commissioner of the Court of Requests of Prince of Walcs's 
IMand, during tho absence of Mr. C, B. Plunket, or until 
farther orders,

THE GOOD EFFECTS OF CHOSHIU’S PUNISHMENT. 

Tue advices received from Japan by the present mail are but 
meagre, and, as might have reasonably been expected, supply 
no details of the results gained by the diplomatic action that 
must necessarily have followed the punishment inflicted on 
Caosniv. Tho telegrams of intelligence from Japan that 
appeared in the Morning Papers of the 3rd are admitted to 
have been “ very indistinctly transmitted, rendering the reading 
“ of several passages uncertain.” One paragraph of the news 
feo Japan was thus given :—‘ Prince Nangato is said to 
“decline [telegraphed ¢irne] payment of the indemnity.” 
As we are not told in what language the telegram was trans- 
mitted, we are unable to exercise a judgment as to what the 
word tirne can be intended to imply. But asthe telegram was 
first published in the Evening Editions of the 2nd, the word 
“time” was given instead of the other unintelligible mono- 
syllable. Every one will at once sce that in a written hand 
the two words might be scarccly distinguishable one from the 
other by the eye. The sense alone would tell an Englishman 
what was meant ; but if the telegram was manipulated by a 
foreigner such a blunder might easily occur, The true read- 
ing, therefore, we have little doubt is, that “ Nangato has asked 
“ time for the payment of the indemnity.” Thetone of our lastad- 
vices clearly showed thathewasthoroughly humbled. Hisboasted 
batteries had, as we knew they would, proved utterly ineffectual 
against the shell and science of the allied fleets, And as if to 
farnish another striking illustration of the classical proverb 
that “ whom the Gods intend to destroy they first deprive of his 
wits,” Nanaato turns rebel to his own Sovereigns at this very 
juncture, and marches off to the attack of Kioto that large 
army which might have rendered the embarkation of his seventy- 
two cannon a very difficult or impossible task. It will be seen 
that the Vorth China Herald adopts the opinion put forth from the 
first in our columns, that the accusations made by this traitorous 
Daimio against the Tycoon will demand the strongest corrobora- 
tive evidence. The Tycoon will certainly have been informed of 
the style of defence put forward by his vassal, and we shall 
learn probably by the next mail how the assertion of qhis com. 
plicity in the violation of a solemn treaty has been rebutted. 
‘The great fact brought by our present advices is that the late 
warlike demonstration in the Straits of Simonoscki has pro- 
duced all the good effect that could have been hoped for. The 
Inland Sea is really and practically opened to the traffic of the 
individual merchant. The steamer Chusan had arrived at 
Shanghai from Yokohama, having taken her route through 
the passage so long barred. The Daimios, as we have before 
experienced after similar crisis, seized immediately on the 
opportunity of entering into extended commercial relations 
with the foreigner. One of tho wealthiest of them forthwith 
buys @ steamor at an outlay of $120,000. The covert restric- 
tions on trade so recently complained of are at once removed, 
and silk comes down iv large quantities for shipment. Best 
of all, the Tycoon must have acquired the to him invaluable 
conviction that a close alliance with the foreigner aud the 
utmost, possible development of trade is the surest way of 
keeping the immense population of his Island Empire employed 
and contented, and of reducing his Daimios to the condition of 


wealthy subjects from that of nearly independent and always 
unruly chieftains,

It seems somewhat remarkable that the progress of the French in 
Cochin-China, which was lately brought prominently before the notice of 
| the people in the Straits by the publication of several Siamese papers, 
| should at the same time have been attracting a more than usual amount 
of attention at home. The last numbers of the London and China 

have contained several articles on the subject ; that of the 16th 

July publishing @ copy of the treaty, made about a year ago, with the 
Prince of Cambodia, and which created a considerable stir at the time. 
Those who have perused this treaty will be struck with its exact corre- 
spondence in almost every particular to the reports which got abroad here 
concerning it at the time it was made, It places the Kingdom of Cam- 
| bodia beyond all doubt under the protectorate of France, and gives to the 

French representative who may be sent to reside at the Cambodian capital 
the power to veto any privileges which Cambodia may, after this, desire 
to extend to other European nations. The London and China Express 
claims to publish this treaty for the first (ime, and we are quite prepared 
to admit that it does; because we know of only one copy of the treaty 
which found its way into non-official hands; this copy we saw in Singa- 

ore about three weeks after its original had been signed—and from the 
fact of its publication, com! with the style of the well-written articles 
which have accompanied it, we are inclined to think that the London and 
Chis ess has committed the conduct of this question to a gentle- 
man with whom the people of the Straits are well acquainted indeed. Be 
this as it may, however, it is most desirable that the proceedings of the 
French in the neighbourhood of their Eastern Settlement should be well 
known to our Government and to the people at home. We do not advo- 
cate a niggard jealousy either of the prosres of French influence or the 
increase of French territory in the Far East; for undoubtedly there is 
truth in the assertion of Admiral Grandiere, made at the late coronation 
of the Viceroy of Cambodia, that the “genius of their civilisation” should 
give the French predominant influence over the inferior native States in 
their immediate neighbourhood. But we are, at least, bound to protect 
the independence of one native State, from the borders of which the 
French are not very far removed ; and without a perfect knowledge of the 
views, a8 well as the actual acquired rights of France in the neighbour- 
hood, this would be difficult to do. It will be the duty of the English - 
Government to so use its influence in Siam that, while the integrity of 
that kingdom is maintained, no cause of collision with France ever occurs, 
for in such an event the history of our own and our ally's arms teaches us 
what the result will be. One of the best means to avert after-collision is 
to have present rights and duties clearly defined and stated now ; and for 
this reason, perhaps, the late Cambodian events are not to be regretted. 
‘The respective rights of Siam and Annam would have been a moot point 
and might have led to difficulties, whereas the assumption by France of 
first influence, however unjustifiable, wll prevent any difficulty arising on 
this score. Siam has had taken from her a long held and legitimate 
foreign influence ; but she hae, perhaps, had secure to her thereby greater 
safety for her own integrity. One of the most remarkable pieces of infor- 
mation which the papers published by the London and China Express 
contain is that the French have given, or are about to give, back to 
Annam the three provinces of Gindinh, Bienhoa and Dinh-Tuong, with 
the exception of the citadel of Mitho, the city of Saigon, and some port in 
Thu-Daomot ; the consideration for these cessions being the recognised 
protectorate of France over the whole of Lower Cochin-China, France 
will thus be saved the cost of an expensive government of a large territory, 
and be able to centre her strength and ber trading energy in the fow 
reserved commercial points; which will now become outlets for the pro- 
ducts of the whole of Cochin-China. In point of fact, the actual 
of France will be doubled, while the expense of governing will be 
reduced more than one-half. Nor will it be difficult for the French 
Government, with an undisputed protectorate over both Cambodia and 
Siam, to force into her hands the entire commerce of these two countries, 
But, on the other hand, itlis impossible not to accept of this last move- 
ment somewhat in the light of an assurance that the French Empire in 
the East has not in view iarge territorial acquisitions, and, that such native 
States as maintain a careful and inoffensive policy may be preserved in 
their integrity and independence. 

The Free I’ress complains of the almost total want of pro- 
tection for British commerce against piracy :—For some months 
past several Chinese piratical junks have been carrying on 
operations in the China Sea, and they are known to have de- 
stroyed a ship belonging to this port and to have nearly taken 
a French gunboat loaded with treasure, while they have pro- 
bably done a great deal of mischief which has not yet come to 
light. Suppose they chose to take up a position near Pedra 
Branca, to intercept vessels passing through that channel, have 
we any force here to oppose them? Weare afraid the answer 
must be doubtful. The Leven is the only efficient Govern- 
ment vessel at present in our harbour, and however able she 
might be to cope with a single junk, it is no disparagement to 
say that she might find the issue doubtful if opposed by three 
or four heavily armed Chinese pirates, This seems to have 
been the case with the French guaboat, which was obliged to 
retreat from three junks. It is a pity that we should be left 
from time to time in this comparatively helpless state, Singa- 
pore is a place at which intelligence of the presence of pirates 
in the neighbouring seas is very quickly received, and it would 
only be prudent that there should always be stationed here a 
sufficient force to enable pursuit to bo given at once. This 
would save the annoyance of knowing that the trade was un- 
protected, or of being obliged to send out useless vessels of the 
Hooghly or Pluto class to be set at defiance by the pirates.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. L 

The Board of ‘Trade returns for the month and ten months 
ended the 31st October do not present that amount of increase 
in the principal items that characterised the earlier months of 
the year. There is a considerable decline in the value of 
exports, as compared with the same month of last year, which 
is chiefly to bo ascribed to the falling off in the exportation of 
cotton yarn and cotton manufactures, though there are many 
other articles of minor importance which assist to swell up 
the general total. The total declared value of Exports for the 
month last past is £12,871,491, against £15,082,332 in 
October, 1863, and £9,846,835 in 1862; which is a decrease 
on the former period of £2,210,841, but an increase on the 
latter of £3,024,656. For the ten months of the present 
year the total of the Exports is £136,275,652, against 
£119,377,045 in 1863, and £103,519,269 in 1862; which is 
an increase of £16,898,607 as compared with 1863, and of 
£32,756,383 as contrasted with 1862, The present Returns 
give also the value of the principal articles of Import for the 





nine months ended 30th September, which is stated at 
£160,974,110, for the present year ; £133,166,726, for 1863 5 
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and £121,275,498, for 1862—so that the ratio of increase is 


much larger in the present than in last year. :

Literature. 


Travels in Contral Asia ; being an Account of a Journey from 
Teheran, across the Turkoman Desert on the Eastern Shore of the 
Caspian, to Khiva, Bokhara, and Samarcand ; by ARMINIUS Vam- 
pery. London: Jobn Murray, Albemarle-street.—In a preface 
the modest tone of which is in strong contrast to a description 
of his qualifications given further on in the volume, the author 
tells us that he was impelled from early youth by a particular 
inclination to linguistic science; and that to investigate into 
points counected with the origin of the language of Hungary, 
his native land, was the principal and the moving cause of his 
journey to the East. Under the same impulse he resided for 
years at Constantinople, where he became so thoroughly im- 
bued with the language and literature as to be “transformed 
into a Turk—nay, into an Eifendi.” When, therefore, he de- 
termined on pushing his way into Central Asia, ho deemed it 
advisable to retain this character, and to pass as an Oriental. He 
went even further, aud joined himself to a baud of “ hadjis,” 
some of whom were on their way back from Mecca to the far 
distant region of Chinese Tartary. To get admission into this 
company, Mr.,V4mbéry assumed the garb and demeanour of a 
How far the philological importance of his mission, on 
which be was despatched by the Hungarian Academy of Pesth, 
may justify such a religious imposture we have at present no 
means of forming an opinion, as the results of his researches 
are to be laid before the scientific world “after maturer pre- 
paration.” It is clear, kowever, that the course chosen was an 
unlucky one to be adopted by an inquirer, and must have been 
a great impediment in the way of ‘obtaining information ; for 
we read—I had ouly to touch upon a question relating to 
ordinary life, or to show such a curiosity for some matter or 
other, to make men wonderingly ask what a dervish, whose 
proper business was only God and roligion, had to do with the 
affairs of this transitory world.” Another drawback, still more 
to be lamented perhaps, is encountered at Bokhara = ; 

I then proceeded to the book bazaar, which contains twenty-six sho} 

A printed book is here a rarity. In this place, and in the houses of the 
booksellers—for there is the great depdt—many are the treasures that I 
have seen, which would be of incalculable value to our Oriental historians 
and philologists. ‘Their acquisition was in my case out of the question ; 
for, in the first place, I had not the adequate means, and, in the second, 
any appearance of worldly knowledge might have prejudiced my disguise. 
‘The few manuscripts that 1 brought back with me from Bokhara and 
Samarcand cost me much trouble to acquire, and my heart bled when I 


found that I was obliged to leave behind me works that might have filled 
many an important history [hiatus 2] in our Oriental studies. 


Under this cloak of sanctity, and assisted by letters of re- 
commendation from the Turkish Embassy at the Court of 
Veheran, M. Viwbéry succeeded in penctrating where there is 
no record of any Luropean having been since the days of 
Marco Polo, Nature, too, appears to have done her part to- 
ward fitting the author for his perilous task ; forin the ac- 
count of his, interview with the Emir of Bokhara, he tells 
us that “I had long forgotten the art of blushing,” and that 
“my triumph was entirely owing to the flexibility of my tongue 
(which is really impudent enough).” Whether his qualifications 
were all uatuzal or all acquired, the reader may rejoice in the 
possession of a book full of novelty, the scenes iu which really 
throw us back, in many of their characteristics, to that Dost 
inating of all our dream-books, the “ Arabian Nights.” 
ac route traversed has but to be pointed out to stimulate 
curiosity to the utmost, for when before have we had an 
itinerary traced out like this :—Northwards from Teheran to 
the Caspian Sea, the south-castern corner of which was crossed 
in asmall coaster ; then north, and north-cast, across the deserts 
to Khiva ; an excursion northwards from that capital to Kung 
close to Lake Aral; back to Khiva, and eastwards to Bokhai 
and Samarcand; then southwards, through Karshi, Kerki? 
Andkluy, and Maymene, to Herat; from thence to Meshed? 
and back to Teheran. In addition to the excitement afforded 
by tho dangers of the passage across the various deserts,—in 
one of which the author and his brother-dervishes owed their 
lives to the humanity of some Persian slaves, who shared their 
scanty supply of water with them—and hy the other adven- 
tures incident to so many journeys all performed under the 
mutual convoy afforded bya caravan, the constant anxiety 
created by the fear that the author's disguise would be dis- 
covered, keeps the adventurous interest of the narrative always 
at the highest. Only once was M. Vambéry seriously discon- 
certed, and that was by a sharp young lad, the son of the 
present rulcr of Afshanistan, who was acting as his father’s 
viceroy at Ie ‘The interview is thus described -— 

True to my dervish character, on appearing I made the usual salutation, 
and occasioned no surprise to the company when I stepped, even as I 
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made it, right up to the Prince, and seated myself between him and the 
Vizir, after having required the latter, a corpulent Afghan, to make room 
for me by a push with the foot. This action of mine occasioned some 
laughing, but it did not put me out of countenance. raised my hands, 
to repeat the usual prayer required by the law, Whilst I was repeating it, 
the Prine looked me ‘full in the face. I saw his look of amazement, 
and when I was repeating the amen, and all present were keeping time 
with me, and stroking their beards, the Prince half rose himself from his 
hair, and pointing with his finger to me, he called out half laughing, and 
half bewildered, “Vallabi, Billabi, Schuma, Inghiliz hested ” (By 
G—, I swear you are an Englishman). A ringing peal of laughter 
followed the fancy of the King’s young son, but he did not suffer it 
to divert him from his ides ; he sprang down from at, placed himself 
right before me, and clapping both his hands, like achild who has made 
some lucky discovery, he called out “ Hadji, kurbunet (I would be thy 
victim), tell me, you are an Englishman in tebdil (disguise), ate you 
not?” His action was so naive that 1 was really sorry I could not leave 
the boy in his illusion. I had cause to dread the wild fanaticism of the 
Afghans, and assuming a manner as if the jest had gone too far, I said 
“Sahib mekun (have done), you know the saying—t He who takes even 
in sport the believer for an unbeliever, is himself an unbeliever.’. Give 
me rather something for my Fatiha, that I may proceed further on my 
journey.” My serious look and the hadis which I recited quite discon- 
certed the young man. He sat down half ashamed, and excusing himself 
on the ground of the resemblance of my features, said that he had never 
seen a Hadji from Bokhara with such a physiognomy. I replied that I 
was not a Bokhariot, but a Stambuli ; and when I showed him my Turk- 
ish passport, and spoke to him of his cousin, the son of Akbar Khan, 
Djelal-ed-din Khan, who was in Mecca and Constantinople in 1860, and 
had met with a distinguished reception from the Sultan, his manner 
quite changed; my passport went the round of the company, and met 
with eperobalion.. "he Prince gave me some krans, and dismissed me 
with the order that I should often visit him during my stay, which I ac- 
cordingly did. 

The Turkoman seems to be the great curse of Central Asia, 
passing his life in plundoring, or making slaves of all around 
him. Their incursions have for centuries been depopulating 
vast districts :— 

Amongst the Tekke Turkomans are reckoned at the present hour more 
than 15,000 mounted robbers, who are intent upon kidnapping expedi- 
tions night and day. One can easily form an idea of how many houses and 
Villages are devastated, how much family happiness destroyed, by these 
greedy freebooters, 

Their custom is to make no reservation in favour of such 
as belong to the same sect of Mahomctanism as themselves. 
Our author once put the question to a robber renowned for his 
piety, how he could make up his mind to soll his Sunnite 
brothers as slaves, when tho Prophet's words were, “ Every 
Mussulman is free.” “* Behey,” said the Turkoman with supreme 
indifference ; “ the Koran, God’s book, is certainly more pre- 
cious than man, and yet it is bought and sold for a few krans, 
What more can you say? Yes, Joseph, the son of Jacob, was 
& prophot, and was himself sold, Was he in any respect the 
worse for that ?” 

Tho leader of the band of dervisbes with whom Mr. Vam- 
béry travelled was Hudji Bilal, the chief priest of the Governor 
of Chineso Tartary, from whom our author derived some 
reliable information as to the way in which that tervitory is 
administered. Each of the provinces has two authorities, one 
Chinese and military, the other ‘Lartar-Mussulman and civil. 
The Chineso appear to excrciso their functions so impartially 
that the inhabitants prefer their rulo to that of the Mussul- 
man khans around them. Even the Mollahs extol the 
conscientiousness of the Chinese oflicials, although they deal with 
their religion in the most unsparing terms, $o also the Tartars 
are never tired of praising the art and cleverness of their rulers, 
and there is no end to theirlaudatory strains when they once begin 
to apeak on the subject of the Djoug-Kafir (great unbelievers), 
ie, the genuine Chinese, ‘True to this notion, Hadji Bilal 
accounted for the taking of Peking by the Frenghis (ranks), 
by saying that they employed cunning, and having stupefied 
the inhabitants with opium, marched easily into the slumber- 
ing city. With all this it must be remembered that Russian 
accounts represcut the Mahometan subjects of the Emperor 
of China as in active rebellion. 

Mr, V4mbéry devotes his list chapter to the progress of 
Russian influence in Central Asia, Ho considers that the real 
line of operations for that Power is to be sought along the left 
bank of the Jaxartes :— 

Here we find the Russian outposts supported by an uninterrupted chain 
of forta and walls, pushed on as far as Kale Rehim, distant thirty-two 
miles from Tashkend, which may be regarded as @ key to all conquest in 
Central Asia. This route, which traverses fewer deserts than any other, 
is also in different respects well chosen. An army would be here indeed 
exposed to more surprises ; but these can be resisted more easily than the 
fury of the elements. On the eastern frontiers of Khokand also, beyond 
Namengan, the Russians continue to move nearer and nearer, and in the 
time of Khudayar Khan many collisions had already taken place there 
between the Khokandi and the Russians, ; : 

The author sums up his views on this point by expressing 
his surprise at England’s indifference to the plans of Russia in

the part of the world referred to, reminding us that accounts re- 
ceived at theend of October positively affirm the fact of the 
Czar’s forces having taken possession of the very city of 
Tashkend above mentioned. Every page of the book, however, 
teems with suggestive memoranda} and as a last recommenda, 
tion, we must not forget to mention that a very excellent. and 
clearly designed map enables one to accompany the writer with 
the greatest ease through regions hitherto atrange even to the 
scientific geographer. 

Mémoires sur la Chine ; par le Comte p'Escaynao pu LAUTURE: 
Paris: Librairie du Magasin Pittoresque—The new part of 
this sumptuously got-up publication is devoted to “Govern 
ment.” The eminently characteristic illustrations are even 
more numerous than in the preceding portions of the work, 
and the style of their execution and the way in which they 
have been “ worked” do great credit both to the engraver and 
printer. BM. do Lauture embraces his subject under the six 
heads of—Central Government ; Civil Functionaries; Admi- 
nistration; the State Finances; Military Staff; and lastly, 
gives a copious Administrative Vocabulary in Chinese and 
French. The sovereiguty of the Son of Heaven extends, it 
appears, over China, Mantchuria, Mongolia, Dzoungaria and 
Eastern Turkestan, and Thibet. The country is often called 
“the eighteen provinces,” which denomination, though to be tole- 
rated in a geographical sense, would be entirely at fault speaking 
administratively, Under fourteen Governor-Generals there are 
183 Foo, or prefects of the first class, and 65 of the second ; 
147 sub-prefects of the first class, and 1,303 of the second, 
All offices are to be purchased, and the author, strange to say, 
is rather in favour of this mode of appointment as opposed to 
competitive examination ; for he says, “if we attentively com- 
pare the magistrates by examination and those by purchase, it 
will be admitted that the latter, whose minds have not been 
ground down under a tedious and ungrateful courso of study, 
are tho more useful servants of the, State.” Corruption is 
universal. 

Itis so thoroughly admitted, that the salary is never taken into eon- 
sideration. The sub-prefect or tchi-heen of the present day takes his 
1,500 taels only because it is necessary to his standing that he should not 
be paid less than he himself pays his chin-min. There was some talk a 
few years ago of abolishing all salaries; but the authorities were compelled 


to recede from an act that would have been nought else than an official 
recognition and a direct organisation of robbery. 

M. de Lauture estimates the revenue of the Chineso Empire 
at more than £20,000,000 ; but tho public contributions are 
apportioned with as little equity as they were among the 
different provinces of France before tho Revolution. The 
assessment is bad, because the land is overcharged, whilst 
houses and shops, &c., pay nothing. ‘Tho custom-houses in the 
interior, which yield little to the State, fetter the transactions 
of trade and produce smuggling—a school of rebellion and 
brignndage. This part of his subject is wound up by the fol- 
lowing obsorvations :— 

For organising an armed force worthy of the name, for re-establishing 
order in the insuryent provinces, for putting an end to exaction and pecu= 
lation by the regular payment of its functionaries, and, lastly, for repair 
ing the canals and providing for other useful works, the Government 
cannot depend on its present revenue, the insufficiency of which is 
evident, On the other hand, it cannot without danger make any notable 
increase in the taxation—unless with the consent by vole of the people, 
or at least without leaving to them the uncontrolled raising and appro- 
priation of the provincial and municipal funds. But a loan would be 
Just now a very easy affair for it: it might be guaranteed by the customs 
Tevenues, which are rapidly augmenting, and’ by the salt-receipts. It 
might, I think, be obtained at 12 per cent. European capitalists might 
take it up. In any case, as capitalists are uot wanting in China, and as the 
confidence inspired in the Chinese public by European banks is very 
Breat, I conceive it would be easy for those banks to aitract deposits of 
capital that is now kept in the background, and would never be offered 
direct to the State, and to get a considerable com ion out of the loan 
of that very capital. Such a commission would be like a fine on the bad 
reputation of a Government that will be no longer able to plunder its 
people when Europeans have placed themselves between it and them. 

Lhe Chinese and Japanese Repository for November opens 
with “The Route to China by way of Russia and Siberia,” 
which is a reproduction of an account of a journcy overland 
from St, Petersburg that was published in The Times some 
wecks back. Tho other articles are “Copper Smelting in
